REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Applicants have cancelled Claims 3-4, 6, 10-11 and 16-21, without prejudice. 
Claims 1-2, 5, 7, 9, 12-15 and 22-24 remain in this application. Applicants request 
reconsideration of this application in view of the above amendments and these remarks and 
arguments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has allowed Claims 1-2, 5, 7, 9, 12-15 and 22-24. To expedite 
prosecution and issuance of this case, Applicants have elected to cancel all remaining 
claims except for the allowed claims, and to file a continuation application to pursue 
protection for any additional subject matter included in the original disclosure but not 
allowed in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 18-19 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
Applicants have cancelled Claims 18-19 and 21, without prejudice, thereby rendering moot 
the Examiner's rejection of these claims. 

The Applicants believe that the subject application, as amended, is in condition for 
allowance.
